“Manure Wasted if Left. 


Exposed in Barnyard 

Manure spread on the land directly 
from. the stable has given larger crop 
Yields than equa) amounts. of manure 
exposed in the open yard for some 
time before spreading, in the many 
_ tests at the Ohfo agricultural expert- 
ment station. 

“The average increase of crops in fa- 
yor of stall manure over yard-exposed 
smanure, both applied at the rate of 
eight tons, was, $3.40 per acre. 

“In this experiment extending over a 
period of 28 years the stall manure 
is spread on a one-year-old sod in Jan- 
uary to be plowed under for corn in 
early spring. ‘An equal weight of ma- 
nure is taken from the stalls at the 


same time and exposed in flat: piles 


until April-when it Js spread on ad 
joining plots, after which the treat- 
ment of all plots {s the same. 
Tests-at the station show that ma- 
mure thus exposed in piles’ lost 35.6 
per cent ofthe original nitrogen, 22.5 
per cent of its phosphorus, and ‘51 per 
cent of its potassium, This is about 


one-third of its fertilizing value and|- 


readily accounts for the difference in 
‘crop ylelda in- favor of direct popien: 
tion. 

Owing to the addition of moisture 
to manure exposed to the weather this 
loss may be unnoticed. 


Birds Need Ventilation 


‘Even tn cold weather do not make 
the mistake of closing the poultry 
house so tightly that it does not have 
good ventilation.’.Chickens can stand;

Warning Issued Against 
Quack Poultry Remedies 

‘Poultry. men will do well to inves- 
ttgalte certain remedies claimed to, free 
the’poultry flock of mites, lice and oth- 
er vermin, according to a warning is* 
sued by H..C. Severin, state-entomolo- 
gist of the Sofith Dakota State college. 

Advertisements have appeared at 
yarlous times clalming that these rem- 
edies,. sold in tablet or: lquid | form, 
when_ placed in the’ drinking water, 
would rid the flock of both exterfal 
and internal pests. These claims are 
ridiculous and unreasonable, according 
to Severin. He finds upon examina- 
tlon that the liquids consist of either 
lime-sulphur solution, which {Is the or- 
dinary orchard spray, or is only a 
Sheep dip. The tablets are composed 
largely of calcium sulphide with char- 
acteristics similar to lime-sulphur golu- 
tion or else contain sulphur, inixed 
with iron rust. 

Poultry men have been. paying as 
high as a dollar an ounce for. this ma- 
terial when in reality it should cost 
less than two dollars per gallon. . The 
claim is made that the fowl] will get 
the remedy into their food tube by } 
drinking the: treated water, From 
there It is supposed to go into the 
blood system and then tothe skin, 
where it destroys the mites. Such a 
claim is unreasonable and any un- 
warranted:

grain, as compared with 86 per cent in 
1923, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The total 
aréa for all purposes was 105,012,000 
acres of which 87,838,000 acres was 
used for grain. Another 6,000,000 
acres were cut for silage,.and 11,084,- 
000 “hogged down” or used for forage. 

Much of the 1024 corn going into 
: silos was unfit for husking, as it was 
immature or frosted, the department 
says.  Ordinarilly much of: the corn 
cut for silage could be utilized for | —— 
grain, if desired.. The immaturity of 
the crop also increased the quantity 
cut for forage.
